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DUTCH COMMISSIONERS HERE. 

Willem Witsen, the well-known Dutch 
portrait painter and etcher, who is the Neth- 
erlands government's art commissioner to 
the Panama-Pacific and member of the In- 
ternational Jury, together with Mr. G. E. De 
Vries of the firm of Jac de Vries Gz. of Arn- 
heim, Holland, the Dutch fine arts commer- 
cial representative, arrived on the Nieuw 
Amsterdam on Monday. They brought with 
them the 170 works forming the Dutch ex- 
hibit at the Fair. One hundred and four 
painters are represented, among them A. 
K. Keringa, Bastert, Blommers, Breitner, 
Ditsselhoff, Gorter, Haverman, V. D. Hem, 
Isaac Israels, a son of Josef Israels, Willy 
Martens, Van der Maarel, Tholen and Wit- 
sen. The 6 sculptors represented, include 
Chas. v. Wyck and among the 24 etchers 
Chas. v. Wyck, among the 24 etchers are 
Bauer, Dupont, Harting, Tholen and Witsen. 



SEN. CLARK'S $7,000 TABLECLOTH. 

The $7,000 Burano lace tablecloth bought 
in Paris by former Sen. W. A. Clark for 
the immense dining-table in his Fifth 
Avenue home, has just been delivered to 
him by the U. S. Attorney's office, which 
had held it for more than a year. 

The tablecloth was held pending the re- 
sult of a suit to confiscate it on the ground 
that although the tablecloth cost only $1,500 
im Paris and was oassed through the cus- 
toms at that valuation, it was actually 
worth $5,928. 

The suit was started on account of the 
inability of Maurice Leon, counsel for the 
lace school, and its Paris agent, G. 
Camerino, and the U. S. Attorney's office to 
agree on the actual market value. Mr. 
Leon contended that the valuation was the 
amount for which any person could buy it 
at the school, whereas the Governrjij&flt,; in- 
sisted on fixing the duty at the amount Sen. 
Clark agreed to pay. ,\:i |J. . r 

Sen. Clark was not required to pay 'until 
the cloth had been delivered to him, and 
during the time it was held by the Govern- 
ment the agent of the Burano school be- 
coming alarmed over the possibility of con- 
fiscations, Mr. Leon offered the Government 
$1,700, which made the total duty on the 
cloth $2,500. This was accepted. 



ARTISTS AND THE WAR. 

"Out of the tragedy of this war," satts the 
"Pagine d'Arte" of Milan, "is arisint the 
very serious problem for all artists, Jas to 
how they are to make a living; not onlt dur- 
ing the war, but also after peace has been 
concluded. The economical crisis caused by 
the war, is beginning to be so acutely felt 
by all the well-to-do classes, who, in nor- 
mal times, spend some of fheir superfluity 
in purchasing art works, that they have 
now, not only been obliged to lighten their 
purse strings in this direction, but also in 
many cases find themselves under the ne- 
cessity of trying to sell their collections, 
thus flooding an already overstocked market. 
"It has been argued that at the close of 
the war, so many edifices destroyed, will 
have to be restored or rebuilt, and so many 
monuments will be erected to the vistors, 
that all artists will have more work to do, 
than since the year 1825. It has also been 
pointed out that after the Franco-Prussian 
war of 1870, the love of art, or perhaps it 
would be better to say, the vogue for art 
flourished again, not only in a victorious and 
enriched Germany, but also in France. 

"These arguments, however, are of little 
real value, as the fact remains that the de- 
struction of wealth in more than three- 
fourths of Europe is so much greater in the 
present war, that it cannot be compared 
with that of 1870, so much so, that, accord- 
ing to the best informed economists, the 
victors will not be able to impose any war 
indemnity on the vanquished, except per- 
haps for their redemption of Belgium. 

"Another fact that must be taken into con- 
sideration is that governments in general 
and that of Italy, in particular, are no long- 
er disposed towards art as they were in 
olden days. In the year 1861, the provisary 
government in Tuscany and Bettino Ri- 
casoli, proclaimed in one decree, a compe- 
tition and an order for two equestrian stat- 
ues of Victor Emanuel and Napoleon— for 
four statues of Tuscan celebrities — for four 
historical paintings for innumerable por- 
traits of heroes of the Unification of Italy, 
and for four large canvases depicting the 
battles of Curtatone, Valestro, San Martino, 
and Magenta. But even if Italy were to 
join in the present war and be victorious 
it is unlikely that the government would ap- 
prove of such a disposition of the public 
pionevs. and in any case, how are the art- 
ists to live in the meantime?" 



MR. LAMBERT'S ART MORTGAGED. 

A mortgage for $1,103,754 on the personal 
estate of Catholina Lambert, the art collec- 
tor and silk manufacturer, was filed Wed- 
nesday last in Paterson, N. J., by Mr. Lam- 
bert. 

The mortgage is for two years and it was 
given to secure the payment of outstanding 
personal promissory notes given to his cred- 
itors last October by Mr. Lambert. 

The mortgage covers the collection of 
paintings and sculptures at Bella Vista Cas- 
tle, the Paterson residence of Mr. Lambert, 
as well as the castle itself, the mill proper- 
ties he owns in Paterson and at Palmyra, 
Pa., and other properties. 

Among the art objects covered by the 
mortgage are examples of Rembrandt, 
Sir Thomas Lawrence, Botticelli and Andrea 
del Sarto. Upon the art collection alone 
"experts" have placed a value of upward 
of $1,000,000. 



COTTIER & CO. ASSIGN. 

Sincere regret is expressed in the trade 
and art circles generally over the announce- 
ment of the voluntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy, filed this week by the old art house 
of Cottier & Co., founded by the late Daniel 
Cottier in 1870. Mr. Walter F. Fearon, 
who has been President and General Man- 
ager of the company since its reorganization 
after the death of James S. Inglis in 1907, is 
deservedly popular and the present assign- 
ment is presumably due to adverse busi- 
ness conditions against which he struggled 
in vain. The house, long at No. 3 E. 40 St., 
removed to 713 Fifth Ave. only last year. 

The liabilities of the firm, are, as stated, 
$27,400, and assets $37,711, consisting of 
stock, $27,856: photos, rugs and bronzes, 
$5,300: office furniture, $500; notes, $3,300; 
accounts, $751, and cash in bank, $4.

WALTER RUSSELL BANKRUPT. 

Walter Russell, the painter of children's 
portrait, filed a petition in bankruptcy at 
Hartford, Conn., on Jan. 11, laying his 
difficulties to the failure of his wealthy 
patrons to pay for portraits. 

Mr. Russell put his liabilities at $63,905.67 
and his assets at $52,066. The latter in- 
cludes $45,516 of personal property, $3,000 
worth of books and pictures and $50 worth 
of tools. 

Mr. Russell went through bankruptcy in 
New York seven years ago. giving his lia- 
bilities at that time as $330,863 and his 
assets as $28,679. His failure at that time 
grew out of the erection of a studio build- 
ing in Sixty-seventh Street. He was dis- 
charged in 1909. It was recently stated 
that he was interested in a projected new 
studio building in this city.

FOREIGN ART AT FAIR. 

What will be the effect of the European 
war upon the art section of the coming 
Panama-Pacific Exposition at San Fran- 
cisco, to open Feb. 20 next? Germany has 
made final arrangements to occupy two 
whole blocks of space in the Palace of 
Liberal Arts with an extensive exhibit of 
scientific and industrial products and 
processes— a space twice as large as that 
occupied by most countries or states. 
Germany also is sending to San Francisco 
on board the Exposition Ship, the U. S. 
Naval Collier "Jason," a large collection ot 
the art treasures from her galleries, includ- 
ing a great Rubens and other works from 
the Munich Gallery. Already there have 
arrived the best paintings of forty modern 
German artists, consigned to the Palace 
of Fine Arts. 

The canvases of these forty Teutons, 
were originally shown at the Carnegie ex- 
hibition in Pittsburgh last Spring, and have 
had their vicissitudes of war. A week be- 
fore the outbreak of hostilities, these, after 
having been shown at Pittsburgh, June 30, 
last, were shipped back to Germany. 
By the time the steamer reached the other 
side the war had broken out and the can- 
vases could not be delivered to their 
owners, many of whom were at the front. 
On their return to America, Mr. J. E. D. 
Trask, chief of the Exposition Fine Arts 
Department, secured them from Director 
Beatty of the Carnegie Institute as a por- 
tion of the foreign loan collections The 
German artists represented include Franz 
von Stuck represented by his "Summer 
Night"; Leo Putz of Munich, by his 
"Shore"; Benno Becker, Otto H. Engel, 
the etcher, and Ulrick Hubner, all of 
Munich; Rudolph Helwag, who sends his 
"Pool of London"; Jan Priesler, who con- 
tributes "Motive of a Tale," and Willy Ter 
Heill, who sends his "Inland Sea." The 
total amount of insurance on this one col- 
lection, assumed by the Exposition, is over 
$50,000. 

Practically all of the countries men- 
tioned, in addition to general exhibits or 
buildings, have arranged for displays in 
the Palace of Fine Arts — a fireproof struc- 
ture containing 102 art galleries with par- 
titions made of steel frames lined with 
asbestos, and covered with fireproofed bur- 
lap. Of these rooms, about 25 have been 
allotted to the 16 foreign countries partici- 
pating in the art show, 61 to American art, 
and 15 to individual artists of renown, of 
many nationalities. 



BROOKLYN MUSEUM ACCESSIONS. 

Among the art accessions of the Brooklyn 
Museum during 1914, were 7 oils by Albert 
Ryder, one by John S. Sargent; "TheLilac 
Kimono" from the Isham collection; "Ma- 
donna," by Newman, and a landscape by 
Theodore Robinson. 

Among works by the earlier American 
painters added were examples of George 
Boughton, Doughty and Birch. 

There were also added a landscape by 
Sorolla, a marine by Julius Olsen; "The 
Reading of the Will," by Luigi Busi; a large 
decorative work by E. Burne-Jones, and 
watercolors by Issac Israels and Artz. 

Of examples, of the old masters acquired 
were a "St. Francis," by El Greco; "Virgin 
and Child," by Joost Van Cleef ; "Holy 
Family," by Jordaens; "Tavern Scene," by 
Jan Steen; "Still Life," by Ruysch; two 
figures by Polidoro Veneziano; a "Ma- 
donna, Child and St. John," of the 
Bolognese School; a "Prison Interior (un- 
attributed); a "Raising of Lazarus" (un- 
attributed), and a "Crucifixion," School of 
Murillo, also two drawings by Tissot and 
Parmagianino. 

The sculpture accessions included 3 
pieces by Constantine Meunier; a statuette 
in bronze by Algardi; Gothic and 
Renaissance carved figures in stone and 
wood; two stained glass Swiss panels, a 
large stained glass window by La Farge, 
and a small collection of Chinese bronzes. 



MUSEUM'S NEW ROMAN BUST. 

The Metropolitan Museum has # recently 
acquired from the Canessa collection a su- 
perb bronze bust of Marcus Vipsanius 
Agrippa (63-12 B. C.) who was a famous 
Roman general, and a companion of Octa- 
vius, builder of the Pantheon. This bust 
was probably made during Agrippa's life- 
time and from nature. It is a most inter- 
esting specimen of the classic Roman pe- 
riod and the only bust of bronze known to 
the present time. It was lately found in 
northern Italy while digging for the founda- 
tions for the erection of a modern villa.

The three large oils and a small water- 
color by Francois Picabia, now on view at 
the gallery of the Photo-Secession, 291 Fifth 
Ave., to Jan. 26, represent nothing on the 
earth, under it, or above it, unless it be the 
artist himself.

Another Relief Fund Show. 

A loan exhibition of paintings by El 
Greco and Goya for the benefit of the 
American Woman War Relief Fund, and the 
Belgian Relief Fund, is on at the Knoedler 
Galleries, through Jan. 23. Several of the 
pictures were shown at these galleries in the 
season of 1912 for the benefit of the Wo- 
man's Suffrage Fund, and come, as then, 
principally from the collections of Mrs. H. 
O. Havemeyer and Messrs. Archer Hun- 
tington and Henry C. Frick. -There is in the 
present display, however, a number by both 
masters unfamiliar to the general New York 
public, and it is probably the largest and 
finest display of Goyas ever seen in this city. 

The exhibition is one of unusual quality 
and importance and is calculated to still fur- 
ther increase the interest of American col- 
lectors and art lovers in early Spanish 
painting. 

There are fourteen examples of El Greco 
and twenty-four of Goya in the display, all 
characteristic works. The examples of El 
Greco include Mrs. Havemeyer's well- 
known "Cardinal Guevara" in his carmine 
robes and big horn spectacles; "St. Peter" 
attired in a blue robe; "The Legend of St. 
Martin" and a typical small canvas of 
"Christ Bearing the Cross." "A View of 
Toledo" is also loaned by Mrs. Havemeyer. 
"Christ Driving the Money-Changers from 
the Temple," is a rarely important work, as 
is also the "Apparition of the Virgin." 

Of the Goyas, one of the most important 
is the "Count de Teba" recently purchased 
by Mr. Henry C. Frick from the Enrich Gal- 
leries. "Woman on the Balcony" is a hand- 
some w~>rk, beautiful in color and expres- 
sion.^ "Don Isidoro Gonzalez" is notable 
for its rendition of character. "Madonna 
with St. Agnes and St. Marina," the virgin 
in clouds holding the Infant on her lap is a 
remarkable composition. "The Toreador 
Costillares" is a striking canvas strong and 




Clever Mural Panels. 

An exhibition of decorative panels, exe- 
cuted by the Co-operative Mural Work- 
shops is on at the Carroll Galleries, 9 East 
44 St. through today.

An English artist of distinction, John S. 
Eland,, who is now in New York, is show- 
ing at the Scott and Fowles Galleries.

The pictures of peonies, the flowers 
the artist best loved to paint, are remark- 
able for delicacy and beauty of coloring, 
and the same qualities appear in his por- 
traits. A more comprehensive exhibition 
of Lockwood's work is planned for some 
date later in the season, probably at the Mu- 
seum or the St. Botolph Club. / 

Jt is understood that a dozen or so of Bos- 
ton women painters, whose pictures have 
been on tour for two years in the West, will 
soon give a show at the St. Botolph Club. 
Too bad when there are so many, not to in- 
clude all! It has an "exclusive" look! A 
number of drawings by C. H. Woodbury 
have recently been reproduced by local firms 
and are remarkable fac-similes. 

Several artists are patiently waiting for a 
strike to cease at the City Club in order to 
begin their exhibitions. They include Geo. 
Lawlor, Abbott Graves, Marion Howard, 
Harold Dunbar and others. 

The date for the opening of the new wing 
of the Art Museum — the Evans Memorial 
Galleries — is announced as Feb. 3. The 
"Young Samson," by Rembrandt, a gift of 
a local patroness of art, is to be the feature 
of the occasion. 

It is reported that M. Jean Guiffrey, late 
of the Museum staff of "experts," is to be 
on duty at the San Francisco Fair, on behalf 
of the French government. Good news, in- 
deed, if true! 

In a local gallery a good exhibition of oils 
by American painters is now on. F. W. Al- 
lan, the young artist whose work has re- 
cently been acquired by the Worcester Mu- 
seum, has a group of recent canvases made 
in the vicinity of Mt. Monadnock. Charles 
Davis shows several fine landscapes and 
there are landscapes by W. H. Derrick and 
others. Eric Pape's illustrations fill the 
small gallery and show the artist at his best. 

An important painting, attributed to 
Roger van der Weyden, has been placed on 
exhibition at the Fogg Art Museum for a 
short time as an anonymous loan. The 
picture, which represents "Christ appear- 
ing to Mary," is the right wing of a 
triptych, the other two parts of wihch are 
now in the Cathedral of Granada. This is 
said to have been presented by; Pope 
Martin V to King John II of Castille, 
passingf afterwards to his son, Henrique 
IV, and afterwards to his daughter, Isabelle 
la Catholique, who bequeathed it to the 
Cathedral of Granada. Aside from the 
beautiful painting of the foreground figures 
and their architechural setting, the picture 
is especially interesting for its miniature 
representation of the Resurrection and the 
three Marys in the half distance. 

The December Bulletin of the Museum 
announces that at a special meeting of the 
Trustees of the Museum, held October 30, 
Mr. Morris Gray was unanimously elected 
President of the Museum. 

Mr. Gray was elected a Trustee Jan. 16, 
1902. Since 1904. he has been a member 
of the Finance Committee of the 'Board, 
and since 1911, a member of the Committee 
on the Museum, charged with the general 
supervision and control of all matters con- 
nected with the Museum.

One thing is certain, as the portrait now 
hangs at "Edgecliffe," it is seen to greater 
advantage than where first hung, after its 
arrival at the Museum, early last year. 

Whatever one's personal opinion may be, 
it is certain that if Titian painted this 
portrait of King Philip, it was done in his 
youth, before he had attained the great 
virtuosity and freedom so characteristic of 
the Master's brush. The head wearing the 
jewelled crown looks stiff and stilled, and 
yet it is here that the artist put in his best 
efforts. In fact, one wonders if the re- 
storer did not eradicate some telling 
strokes, as everything but the head seems 
rather sketchy. However, the grey-green, 
silvery colortones make a beautiful 
harmony. 

Mrs. Emery's collection boasts of a 
Rembrandt and a Goya, which quite over- 
shadow the Titian she has already given the 
Museum. It is her intention to bequeath 
all her art treasures to the Museum. 

When Dr. Bredius visited this country 
last year, he was delighted to find a Rem- 
brandt, "Portrait of a Young Girrl," in the 
library at "Edgecliffe." In this room, also 
hangs Goya's Portrait of the "Countess of 
Quinto," which is strikingly beautiful.

ART WORKS AND PRICES. 

Now that the season of art auctions 
has well begun and psychologically 
seems to bring with it the consumma- 
tion af important private sales — the 
question of the prices of art works in 
this overcommercialized Metropolis 
again comes to the fore. There is a 
very natural interest in the art world 
this season in the queston of how far 
and badly the European war has af- 
fected the art markets and the results 
of the Hollins sale of prints and pic- 
tures especially, will be studied with 
great care, as will be those of other 
sales to come. 

Our readers have noticed that we 
have omitted — when chronicling the 
recent sales of important pictures, such 
as that of the Sedelmeyer Rembrandt 
"Young Samson" whose destination 
we exclusively announced, and of 



Goya's portrait of the Count de Teba j 
to Mr. Henry C. Frick — to mention any 
sale figure. We have reason to be- 
lieve that we know the correct amounts 
for which these works were sold, but 
to have published them would have 
been, in our opinion, of no value to the 
dealers who disposed of them, and of 
presumable annoyance to the pur- 
chasers. 

We regret to note the prevalent 
practice of a certain New York daily 
in publishing, in connection with these 
important sales to private collectors, 
figures which as a rule are either the 
merest guesi work on the part of its 
reporter, or are furnished either by 
Jealers stupidly, to our minds desir- 
ous of bolstering up their own wares or 
he market in general, or for jealous 
notives. With a very few exceptions 
due to a desire for self advertising or 
_o exploit pride of possession, the 
American collector does not care for 
the notoriety which the publication of the 
prices of his acquisitions brings him. 
Such publication carries in its train a 
host of applications from dealers and all 
sorts and conditions of persons, and is 
distasteful to him. 

Of course in the case of the sale of 
such pictures s Rembrandts "Mill" and 
the "Raphael Madonna," both to Mr. 
P. A. B. Widener for record sums, the 
public curiosity demanded satisfaction 
and yet the correct figures of the^sales 
were only finally given by the Art 
News, after a long guessing match on 
the part of some of the dailies. 

True interest in art should not be 
based on the dollar mark.

Rossos Not Rodins. 

Editor American Art News. 
Dear Sir: 

In your issue of Jan. 2, I find the follow- 
ing headline over an interesting story, 
"Venice Gets Rodins." The error in this 
headline is obvious. It should have read, 
"Venice Gets Rossos." 

The roomful of works by Medardo Rosso 
at the International Art Exhibition held 
at Venice last summer, was the real sensa- 
tion of the exhibition. That one-fourth of 
the entire collection has been acquired by 
this Galleria d'Arte Moderna of Venice be- 
tokens an extraordinary appreciation. 

I believe there are but three of Rosso's 
works in the United States, one in Chicago 
and two in New York. It Seems strange 
that he is practically unknown here as I 
am told that some fifty of his works can 
be found in the museums in Paris, Rome, 
Florence, Milan, Turin, Dresden. Le^psic. 
The Hague, London (Kensington), etc'. 

The controversy that has raged from 
time to time over his connection with Ro- 
din's Balzac, makes of him an interesting 
subject outside of his marvelous work. 

This story of Rosso and Rodin is a tick- 
lish one to tackle. The press has threshed 
it out. A book was published on it in 1902 
by Edmond Claris: an exhibition was held 
in 1904 at the Paris Salon di Automne of 
photographs of Rodin's works in one room 
and of Rosso's in the next room and the 
public was invited to study dates, etc., and 
make its own decision and pronounce its 
own judgment. 

Two years ago Rosso had a serious auto- 
mobile accident and once more the con- 
troversy came up in all the French papers.

MINNEAPOLIS MUSEUM OPENS. 

Minneapolis, Jan. 13, 1915. 

The recent opening of the new Institute 
of Arts marks the beginning of a new art 
epoch, not only in Minnesota but the north- 
west. In the building as well as in the pro- 
visions for the arrangement of the art works 
it contains, Minneapolis has had the ad- 
vantage of studying all the American art 
institutions which have preceded it. The 
local Fine Arts Society, incorporated in 
1883, fostered the art spirit, and slow but 
steady progress was made until four years 
ago when at a memorable dinner great im- 
petus was given to the movement, by gen- 
erous gifts to and endowments for the mu- 
seum. 

The building, erected at a cost of over 
half a million, is situated in a ten-acre plot 
of ground, already well shaded and under 
care of the Park Board. The location is the 
former residence of Dorillus Morrison, and 
the site of the beautiful Villa Rosa. A full 
description of the building, as it will appear 
when completed, was published in last week's 
Art News. 

Paintings, sculptures, tapestries, etchings, 
drawings, Oriental pottery and textiles are 
well arranged, all loans from the most fa- 
mous museums and private collections in the 
country. 

Installing the permanent and loan col- 
lections has been an immense task but was 
most successfully accomplished by Director 
Joseph Breck and his assistant, Miss M. T. 
Jackson. 

The inaugura'l exercises, Jan. 7, were 
marked by telegrams of congratulations 
from all over the country, including one 
from President Wilson, and before a great 
audience, the local Symphony Orchestra 
gave the Festival Prelude from Strauss. 

Mr. Jas. J. Hill, of St. Paul, emphasized 
making the permanent collection of quality 
not quantity, saying "buy only the best." 
His loan of 22 pictures from his collection 
of Barbizons emphasized his remarks. 

Mr. Chas. L. Hutchinson, of Chicago, was 
most cordial in his congratulations. Dr. 
Edward Robinson, Director of the Metro- 
politan Museum, claimed to have given one 
of the most important contributions to this 
museum in the Director, Mr. Breck, for- 
merly of the Metropolitan. Mr. Breck him- 
self argued for the democracy of art, as did 
also Gov. W. S. Hammond. 

After the formal exercises were over, 
throngs inspected and enjoyed the building 
and exhibition. 

The building, three stories, in plan, fur- 
nishes the Art School a commodious home. 
Mr. Robert Koehler has been for over 18 
years its administrative head.

Durine: his art studies 
in Europe he met Mr. Jewet, a wealthy 
American artist, who became attached to 
him. At the time he became ill in New 
Orleans, Mr. Jewet came over here and 
invited Mr. Pemberton to go with him to 
France to rest at his villa in the Pyrenees. 
He accepted, and his mother and sister ac- 
companied him. In France the sister be- 
came Mrs. Jewet. Mr. Pemberton lived 
at the villa until his death. 



LONDON LETTERS 

London, Jan. 6, 1915. 

In spite of the Holiday demands upon 
the purse, sale attendances continue to 
maintain a high level and wherever the 
goods offered are of fine quality, prices 
still show little or no tendency to fall. In- 
deed there is a story current of a dealer 
who, in order to meet his obligations, re- 
duced the prices of his wares with the idea 
of effecting speedier returns. This, how- 
ever, elicited no response in the ordinary 
way of his business, whereupoiT)he Was ad- 
vised to dispose of a portioned! them by 
public auction. This plan resulted in 
prices which were quite equal to those 
which might have been expected in normal 
times, a fact which goes to prove that al- 
together the average customer is disin- 
clined to purchase in the ordinary course, 
he has not yet arrived at that stage at 
which he becomes proof against the allure- 
ments of the Saleroom! 

A picture of peculiar interest, is that en- 
titled "The Burning of Antwerp Cathedral 
in .1533," now at the Modern Gallery. Both 
Van der Neer and Friedrik Ryekaert have 
been suggested as the possible painter of 
this important work, which is obviously 
painted by an artist accustomed to map out 
his conceptions , on the grand scale. 
Archaeologically the picture is of particular 
value as the fire is depicted as commencing 
with a number of buildings, evidently 
totally demolished at the time and of which 
little other record remains. The Fire of 
1533, it may be mentioned, was not s an in- 
cident of war, and although the cathedral 
suffered considerable damage, its tower and 
choir were saved from hurt. 

Derwent Wood has been entrusted with 
the work of executing a marble bust of 
the late Joseph Chamberlain for the 
Guildhall of London. The features of the 
late member of Parliament, are, perhaps, 
better-known to the nation at large through 
the cartoonist and caricaturist than through 
the sculptor or painter, and it will be in- 
teresting to see in what manner the com- 
mission given by the corporation- is carried 
out. 

At Puttick and Simpson's , recently, a 
number of relics of Napoleon, including his 
travelling hand-mirror, bootjack and other 
toilet trifles, fetched 19 gns. If one may 
judge from the liberal way in which par- 
ticipants in the present war are sending 
home trophies from the seat of military 
operations, succeeding generations will be 
in possession of such large quantities of 
war relics that their price is not likely to 
rise in the salerooms of the future ta*any 
great figure! 

William Strang's Exhibition just opening 
at The Leicester Galleries will be the first 
show of paintings relating to the European 
war held in London. In addition to a 
series^ of some twenty pictures, completed 
since the outbreak of hostilities, there will 
be oif' view a number of etchings of the 
Flemish towns which have suffered so 
signally during the last five months. It is 
safe to predict that so original an artist 
as Mr. Strang is likely to break new ground 
in his treatment of the war on canvas, while 
the fact that he has three sons at present 
serving at the front, lends additional force 
to his undertaking. 

Bayeux Tapestry Dates. 

Tt is encouraging to see that in spite of 
adverse general conditions, the publishing 
department of the Victoria and Albert Mu- 
seum continues to pursue the even tenor 
of its ways. An excellent guide to the 
Bayeux Tapestry by Mr. F. Birrell has just 
been published, which gives in a concise 
and convenient form the chief facts as- 
certained with regard to the famous work. 
Mr. Birrell takes the view that the tapestry 
is contemporary with the events which it 
depicts, an opinion not shared by another 
authority. Mr. Belloc, who claims that it 
cannot be of earlier origin that the late 
XI Century, and that its most probable date 
is the middle of the XTI. The original 
tapestry, is, of couse, housed in the Library 
of Bayeux, but the guide in question is 
intended for the use of those studying the 
two- fine photographic copies,- of the 
mediaeval embroidery which the Museum 
possesses. 

Two Hoppners have recently been be- 
queathed to the Trustees of the National 
Gallery by Miss Julia Crokat, but in view 
of the extreme care taken at present with 
regard to the exhibition of choice art works 
in Trafalgar Sciuare, it is likely that one will 
have to wait with patience to view them. 
When last I visited the Gallery. I fancied 
I detected almost as many detectives in 
plain clothes as visitors, and large bins of 
sand, ready to extinguish fire, occupied 
unpleasantly conspicuous positions in each 
room!

The sale of the art collections, furniture | 
and house belongings of an artistic char- j 
acter, owned by Mrs. Henry B. Hollins, I 
and removed from her former residence, 12 
W. 56 St., now the Calumet Club, took place 
at the Anderson Galleries, Madison Ave. and 
40 St., on Tuesday and Wednesday after- 
noons and evenings last. There were ad- 
ditions to the sale, especially pictures, chiefly 
from two Fifth Ave. dealers' galleries. 

The position and social acquaintance of 
Mr. and Mrs. Hollins and the knowledge 
that they had been collectors of taste, if not 
in a large way, attracted unusual attention 
to the sale, and the auction gallery was 
well filled at all sessions, while at the sale of 
the prints and pictures the dealers were 
most largely represented. The inclement 
weather of Tuesday probably affected the 
results at that day's session, which,- while 
perhaps fair under the present depressed 
conditions of the market, showed, espe- 
cially in the prints, marked depreciation. 
It is understood that the finer prints, nota- 
bly the examples of Valentine Green, the 
Watsons, Bartolozzi, Cousins, John Smith, 
etc., were sent to Christie's in London for 
sale just before the war's outbreak last sum- 
mer, but as the owners were told they would 
not bring the upset prices placed on them, 
they were brought back. Mrs. Hollins is 
said to have paid some $30,000 in New York 
for eight mezzotints, which brought a total 
of only some $5,000 Tuesday evening, and 
for a Valentine Green, which sold on Tues- 
day evening for $1,900, she is said to have 
paid to a local dealer some $7,000. 
Furniture Sale. 

At the sale of furniture Tuesday after- 
noon, some fair prices were obtained. 

The highest figure was $3,750, paid by 
Mr. Thos. Hayward for a Chippendale ma- 
hogany bookcase, while for a Chippendale 
mahogany cabinet secretary, Mr. Hayward 
gave $1,600. Mr. R. A. Heller paid $825 for 
a French tapestry typifying "The Chase," 
and $900 for a Flemish weave, "Moses in 
the Bullrtfshes." 

Other prices, Tuesday afternoon were:

The two days art auction, with foin 
sessions, closed with the sale of the minia- 
tures and pictures on Wednesday evening. 
The total brought by the pictures and min- 
iatures was $42,607.50; by the bindings, 
books and catalogs, $9,246.75; by the prints 
and engravings, $19,061.50, and by the fur- 
niture and furnishings, $19,061.50; and by 
the furniture and furnishings, $13,566, with 
a grand total for the entire sale of $84,481.75, 
a fair result and considering the adverse 
conditions in the art trade of the season per- 
haps a far better one that could have been 
expected.

BATEMAN PAINTINGS SALE. 

The late Henry A. Bateman, of Baltimore, 
was a well-known collector of objects of art, 
and the Anderson Galleries, Madison Ave.

tion on Thursday and Friday evenings last, 
now has his paintings on public exhibition, 
preliminary to the unrestricted sale, under 
the order of the executors on Friday eve- 
ning next, Jan. 22. m m 

The collection includes two paintings by 
Meissonier. illustrating an unusual phase of 
his art; a fine large Rousseau; an important 
Madonna by Baudry; the "Monarch of the 
Forest," by Rosa Bonheur, which was 
bought from Mme. Delaroche of Paris, to 
whom it was presented by the artist; a Head 
of a woman by Miss Cassatt, and many 
other important paintings, including exam 



portant one of art objects and pictures of 
the season. 

While some numbers, notably among the 
prints and pictures, showed marked depre- 
ciation, others held up well, and it must be 
remembered that Mr. and Mrs. Hollins 
bought in good times and from expensive 
sources. The prints, on the whole, came 
within 10 per cent, of London auction 
records, although a few went for bargain ~ 
prices. 

The Picture Sale. 
The pictures and miniature sale was the 
most interesting to the cognoscenti and 
offered some amusing incidents. The 
dealers predominated among the buyers as 
they did at the print sale and several can- 
vases, of the comparatively few owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. Hollins, went back to their 
original sellers, notably the Romney por- 
trait of Sir Richard Sullivan and the Wilson 
"English Landscape," to the Knoedlers, 
while others from dealers galleries evidently 
returned whence they came. A Mr. A. E. 
Smith, it will be noticed, figured as the 
largest buyer of the works owned by Mrs. 
Hollins.. 

At the sale of the literary properties, 
disappointment was caused by the with- 
drawal, it is understand at the request of 
the family, of the Pierpont Morgan Catalogs 
of his Miniatures and Porcelains, and of the 
equally sumptuous Catalog of the Walters 
collection of Oriental porcelains. Some of 
the handsome books sold ridiculously low, 
notably the illustrated works by Dr. George 
C. Williamson, Cataloger of the Morgan 
Miniatures, on Cosway, and the.Plimers, as 
did also de Nolhae's beautiful volumnes on 
Boucher and Nattier. The Scribner pub- 
lishing house was a large purchaser of the 
handsome books, while the dealers, Hellman 
and Drake and Messrs. G. R. Carter and 
"Mr. Ormond," secured many of the fine 
bindings and some books. 

As the history of most of the Hollins* 
pictures, as well as their sale records, are 
well-known, a comparison of their selling 
price this week, with their purchase price 
and record at nrevious sales is interesting. 

The Drouais portrait of Marquise de 
Breteuil, which Mr. F. E. Drake secured 
Wednesday evening for $1,400, sold at the 
David H. King auction in 1905, for $900; the 
Mignard portrait of the artists' daughter, 
bought by Mr. W. E. Benjamin for $950, 
brought $2,500 at the King sale; the Romney 
portrait of Thos. Thornhill, endorsed by the 
way, by Mr. W. E. Roberts, the English 
"Expert," secured by Mr. A.- E. Smith for 
$325, brought $1,000 at the King sale, while 
Mr. A. E. Smith, who also secured the 
Raeburn portrait of James Haig for $8,000, 
over Mr. W. E. Benjamin, the "runner up," 
will find the same canvas sold for $9,000 
at the King sale. 

The large, but not great Lawrence, the 
Misses Newdigate. purchased by- Mrs. 
Hollins on the advice of the late Stanford 
White, from the Fred Bonner sale, for the 
low sum of $3,750, and which was held by 
the American Art Assaciation for some 
years at $16,000, Mr. A. E. Smith secured 
for $6,000, and this was the one Hollins 
picture which made a profit. Mrs. Hollins 
is said to have paid Knoedler and Co. $8,000 
for the Wilson landscape which brought
